Sir: 

On June 17, 2008, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office ("PTO") issued a decision 
("Decision") granting Apphcant's October 19, 2007 Petition for Revival under 37 C.F.R. 
1.137(b) ("Petition"). 

The Decision provides that there was no indication that the person signing the Petition, 
Renato Smith, was given power of attorney to prosecute the above-referenced application. On 
October 19, 2007, Applicant submitted a Power of Attorney to the PTO for this application, a 
copy of which is enclosed.

A Response 16 the .non-final 
Office Action was not submitted to the U$PTO because the due date for the 
'Response was inadveiteiltly not docketed in the docket system. The omission of 
filing a Response to the non-fmal Office Action was completely unintentional.
